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What attitude should Canada take towards such 
a treaty? No other Dominion is as vitally interested, 
for eighty per cent of Canada’s total trade is with 
Great Britain and the United States. In this prac- 
tical age, the arranging of tariffs is a matter of cold 
business in which brotherly love and neighborly 
sentiments play very little part, and if Canada 
thought the relinquishing of her preference rights 
would injure her interests, she would be the first to 
refuse. If, on the other hand, it were shown to be 
to her advantage, she would never hesitate. In the 
last analysis, Canada’s love for Empire preference is 
fundamentally a “cupboard love.”
